Turkey Tom or "Arkinsaw." 

Written for th* N . Y. "Spirit of the Times" by "Caseict 
Bohbmk M 

The Southwest, in >e ira gone by, at the 'Bee 
Hunter' well knows, was full ol original charac 
lers; man; still linger among us, out the clear 
Ings which everywhere prevail are letting In the 
sunshine of conventional life, anil fast consuming 
the Individualities alluded to. Among those 
who have left a mark upon the neighborhood in 
which they lived, was 'Tuikey Tom;' he has 
long since disappeared, but he is still remember- 
ed as one of the best hunters and awfullest liars 
on record. 

Tom was not reckoned much of a beauty; be 
was a long l»nk pattern of humanity, hawk- 
nosed and hatchet faced, with shocking red hair, 
and a pair of deep sunken grey eyes, which were 
alwavs 'skinned,' and appeared to be trying to 
get a peep into the middle of next week. He 
was born, bred, brought up, and polished off, in 
the 8 late of Ark.an-.as, aud left home with a 
through ticket tor any kiud of a spree — Irom a 
ball to a 'bar fi^bt,' from a corn shucking to au 
election tiot — a graduate at all kinds of bunting, 
but 'specially death to tuikies, bar, and deer.'

'Arkii.saw is the garden spot of arth — the 
cream of the ereated univarse.

passengers had to £it out and shove the boat over 
the sand bars; and one moruiu' the fog was so 
thick that we bad to use bowie knives to cul our 
way through. Arkiusaw beats the world for 
black bars, purty wimmen, and big timber. I've 
teen trees iheie so high that the first limbs were 
clean outer sight, and to big that it took a week 
to walk around 'em. A feller started oncet lo 
walk through one that was holler without car 
rying' bit vittalt with him, aud he starved to 
death on the trip. I was gwine up the Missis 
tippi onc't in one of them little up country boats, 
when we met a big Aikiusaw cypress floalin' 
down. I tell you it wat a whopper. TheCap'n 
run his boat alongside, and fastened the ropet to 
it. Off she suited tuoilin' and puffin', but it 
didn't budge a peg. The Capen ripped aroun', 
on-tin' like fury, and holleriu' out, 'Fire up be- 
low there, you lubberly rascals!' The wheels 
Clattered away, and the blaze rolled from the 
chimbly, but that log was nctilly carryin' us 
downstream. Dreckly up come a feller in red 
shirt, and sayt be, 'Capeu, you are slraii-in' tbr 
inline mitilv.' 'Cul loote and let it go, then,' 
tail the Capen. They cut the ropes, and the 
boat then went ahead a little ways, but the in- 
gine was raly so exhausted that we jest bad lo 
t op. Next day there come along a fine big 
sttumer; we hailed her, got aboard, aud 
there wat that same log hitched alongside — 
We wooded off o' tbat cypresa all the way lo 
Memphis.

It's a kinder rec 
kuid they keep, and I snose it's a great satia 
faction to an old he bar to have the highest mark 
on ibe tree.

To one who now visits Covington, Newport, 
and Cincinnati, and crosses the Ohio on one of 
tbe elegant steam ferry boats, it may seem 
strange to be told that in tbe memory of one on- 
ly fifty years of age all the crossing wat done Id 
skiffs aod flats. 

There are some few yet liviDg who remember 
'old Adam' and 'old Sampson, ' two negro men 
who belonged to Gen. Taylor, who kept tbe fer 
ry from Newport to Cincinnati. They were 
alow institutions eveo io their day. Many a 
time have we, when a boy, sat on the river shore 
for hours waiting for an opportunity to gel across, 
and tbeo been literally blistered by the tuo 
before we could be landed on the CiociDnati 
side. 

No other ferry roads than steps cut iu tbe bank 
at short distances apart, to prevent slipping up if 
the ground was wet; no paved wagon or foot 
ways at that period. 

Tbe first step in Ibe way of advancement was 
tbe horse boat, propelled by a few blind noises. 
This was regarded as a wonderful improvement, 
and a moonlight voyage on tbe horse boat of 
Plimmy Bliss, with a band of music, and some 
of tbe bright lassies ot tbat day, wat regarded as 
a wonderfully pleasant incident. 

Steamers bave tent the horse boats adrift, 
and now, when you step aboard, you are bard 
ly seated until the boat has landed you on the np 
posite shore. 

Nearly every ou. has read the pleasant story 
of 'the last of tbe Keel Boatmen,' but no one has 
ever recorded any thing about the last Ferrymen 
who used tbe skiff and flat. 

CapL .vlassie, an old Revolutionary soldier, 
six feet six inches, and made in proportion, was 
the laat one at Newport. He had generally one 
or two darkies, or one darkie and oue white man, 
to transport man aod beast arress ibe Ohio. — 
The Captaiu was always close at baud when bis 
services were wanted. If it was a footmau he 
very politely said to him, 'you be to pay me, and 
Stephen will take you right over ' If a horse- 
man or wagon he took his post at the steering oar 
and directed the unwieldly craft while the men 
pulled up the bow oars. 

When not employed, the old Captain was on 
hand at 'Doxon's corner,' ready to deal out to 
the loafers a continual string of anecdotes, gatb 
ered up in tbe rough and tumble life he had lived 
for a period of over eighty years. 

His accouDt of the scenes on board of the Jer 
sey Prison ship, where he was a prisoner, often 
brought tears to the eyes of his roughest hearers 
— iroDed ia pairs, crowded and badly fed, disease 
and death were their constant companions. He 
hud to lay down several days aud uights beside 
his sick companion, who was unable to walk 
about, and laid all night with his corpse after bis 
companion died before bis manacles were taken 
off. It was a subject he rarely spoke of unlest 
interrogated, and, when be did speak of it, hoa 
est meotioD was made of some comrades fortl 
tude and cheerfulness in bearing up under 
sickness and suffering for the cause of bis coun- 
try. 

The Captain wat a man of mark everywhere 
he went. He was a giant in size aud strength; 
brave as a man could be, and nearly always in 
pleasant humor. He could neither sit or stand 
still while telling an anecdote, but, like a chain- 
ed bear, walked round and round, stepping bis 
left foot over bis right, and tappiog ibe fore- 
finger of his left hand on the palm of bis right, 
and becoming so absorbed io tbe story be would 
be telling he seemed forgetful of everything 
else. 

We recollect one Digbt ihe boys bad gathered 
io Williams' shoe shop, tbe old Captain came in 
aod commenced describing bow two of the old 
citizens acted, who had been used to crossing 
ihe river every day, but who were sureties for 
some neighbors who bad failed to meet their 
notes at the Branch Bank of the United States, 
in Cincinnati, and were therefore afraid of a 
capiat. Tbey would walk up the river bank to 
the landing, and down to the water's edge, look 
sorrowlully across the water, and then walked 
back up tbe bill again. The boys were so amus 
ed at his manner of describing the gentlemen, 
and be, becoming so interested, wholly forgol 
where he was, and, in getting up, walking 
round and setting down again, be forgot bioiself, 
pushed his coat-tail aside, and set down oo the 
hot stove. Tbe story eoded quickly. In much 
shorter lime than the burn wat cured. 

Illustrative of lb; old man't forgetfulnesg of 
everything but the one idea at a time, we give 
the following: 

The denizens of Cincinnati, io an outbreak of 
great moral influence, stormed all the bawdy 
houses on the com moo below Main street, and 
the dwellers tbereio scattered — some to the Ken- 
tucky side. They, however, weot back and 
forth after night across ihe river. 

The Captain bad laid down ODe oight rather 
earlier than usual, but was aroused by a knocking 
at bis door. He got up, lit bis candle io his big 
lantern, and doubtless supposing it was very late, 
be came out of hit front door in bis nighi clothes 
to get bis ferriage, and 'to let Stephen take tbe 
passeDger right over.' 

Od comiug out he found the person te be a 
female. Sbe asked bim how much ferriage was 
io pay; he replied fifty cents, as it was late at 
night. She swore he was an old extortioner, and 
she would Dot pay it, and begun talking io a 
loud voice. The Captain having the fear of his 
wife before his eyes, stepped out and told her to 
go away immediately; aod she begun to give 
back; and hp follow up, uotil they got out fifty 
or sixty yards ftom the door, when tbe woman 
raised the cry of murder, fire, lie , Sic. Up 
flew the windows, aod out popped the womeD't 
heads, and there was the Captaiu, with big glass 
lantern in hand, with his naked proportion io full 
view. 

It was not bed time, and the loungers at 
'Doxon's corner' had been looking on, enjoying 
the sport, but as soon as the windows were rais 
ed tbe boys commenced hallooiog 'blow out your 
ligbi Captain;' 'douse your glim,' and a hundred 
other exclamations. 

Until that moment tbe old fellow bad wholly 
forgotten he was in his shirt tail, and not io fit 
condition to see company. 

When the steam ferry boat took the place of 
tbe slower craft, the old 

ended, and he shortly thereafter wrapped his 
mantle about him, and was placed in the old 
burying ground whereto many sleep, and where 
the friend, who was away for a year after be , 
laid a loved one to rest, wat unable, oa bit re- I 
turn, to tell tb* tpot from that occupied by a j 
ttrangtr.

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S ORDERS. 

Adjdtart General's Orrtcc, { 
Frankfort, April 17, 1880. ) 

BY direction of the Governor of the State, the atten- 
tion of the proper civil officers is called to ihe fol- 
lowing provisions of the new Military Law, which re- 
late to the enrollment of the whole bodv of the Militia, 
Tii: 

i f. i : ■ t II. 

"$ 1. The Enrolled MilTliu shall consist of all able- 
bodied while male persons between the agesoreighteui. 
and lorty-flve years, who may bo citizen;, or resideulsol 
the State, except persous who have served noi less than 
Ave years In tbe army or navy oi the United Males, per- 
sons who maybe active members of the Volunteer Mil- 
itia, and persons already exempt iroin military service 
by the laws of tbo United Stales Oi of this Slate . 

2. It shall be the duty of the assessors lo prepare 
a list annually of all persons liable to be enrolled liv 
ing within the respective limits; aud they suall annual 
ly make out a rol. or lUt or all such names, and place It, 
before the Ural day of June, in Ihe hands of ibe clerk 
of the county court of the county In which such persons 
live; and ii ahull be the duly of every such clerk, im 
mediately thereafter, lo record said roll or list of naiuc ,, 
in a book to bo provided for tbut purpose, in the >aiot 
maoner as other books o> record are provided; and 
such record shall be deemed a sufficent noiificHilon lo 
all persons whose names are thus recorded, that they 
have been enrolled in the Militia. 

■ 'V 4. 1 bat it shall be the du<y of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant General of the 
Stale, prior to tbe first day of September In every year, 
an annual returu, Stating the number ol the Militia of 
such county thai have been enrolled. 

• • V 5. I bai lor the services required hy this act, of the 
assessor and county court cleik, there shall be allowed 
to each of thoae officers the sum of one cent for each 
name relumed by the assessor a d enrolled by the clerk. 

*■$ 6. All county clerks, assessors, sherltTM, or oilier 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discharge of 
specific duties under this act, wbo shall neglect or re- 
fuse to obey tne provisions oi the law herein specified, 
shall forleil and pay nol more than flvo hundred nor leas 
than twenty dollars for each aud every otleiise, io oh 
recovered In any court ot competent J urisdlclioL , for 
the use of the Commonwealth. 

**$ 7. Kor the purpose of organizing the Enrolled Mi 
Ulla, each county shall be considered a regimental dis- 
trict; aud all existing military districts and offices there- 
in are hereby abolished. 

*-$8. Altbe first annual election held after th« pas- 
sage of this act, a Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel shall 
be elected by tbe persons In each reglrmmal district 
subject lu enrollment, in the same munnur, uud i»t ibe 
same time and places, and under the same tonus, that 
civil officers are chosen al said eleclloi : and the result 
ol tbe elecliou lor such colonel and Ueuienuul Colonel 
shall be certified by the board of examiuers io the ^d- 
Juiant General of the Stale; and lu ihe event of a va- 
cancy occurrlug or existing in either of suid offices, it 
shall be filled In the same manncras Is above provided, 
at the next ensuing annual election; bul the command 
er-ln-chlef shall have authoiity to ordor a special elec 
lion to All such vacancy." 

The objects of the above sections of the law are, first- 
ly, lo obtain a lull enrollment of the entire Militia of 
ihe Slate, wiih a view oi enabling the Adjutuul General 
to make a complete return to the general government, 
as a basis on which to draw our lull quota ol arms; and, 
secondly to provide, by the elecliou oi proper OjHeSTN 
In every county, for a complete orgainzaliou of the En- 
rolled .Militia iuiocompanies,ualtalli"bs uud regimenli- 
The assessors will use every menu* to make their ball 
as complete as possible, and ihe county clerks are do 
sired to make tbuir returns io my office us soon as prac- 
ticable after enrollment Ihe actual number oi per- 
sons enrolled, and uoi the names, will be reported by 
the county clerks to my office. 

section 2 of Article IV inukes It the special duty oi 
the Adjutant General to see that the **ofhces ol Colonel 
and Litrulenani Colonel In each regimental district shall 
be constant!) lilled.' 1 In obedience to Ibis injunction. 
1 therefore call the attention of the proper civil officers 
lo Section 6, Article II, herein quoted. A column will 
he opened in tbe poll books at evory place of voting In 
each county, al the uexl August election, to record the 
voles for the offices of Colonel and Lieuionaul Colonel 
for the regimental district; and the board of examiners 
are desired lo report the result of sucb election as early 
as practicable. All persons in the county liable io ho 
enrolled, and no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
officers. 

As soon as the Colonel Is commissioned, Instructions 
will be given for hia guidance in or*mnlzu>g his regl 
mental district.

Uuai termaster General's Orders. 

Quartkr master General's Orrici, { 
Frankfort, April 18, IbbO. } 

BY direction of the Governor of tbe Slate, 1 hereby 
call the attention ot tbe commandants of existing 
military , organized under the old law, to tbe following 
provisions ot the new Military Law,to-wit: 

"$25. Within ninety days alter the passage of this 
act every exullng military company which bus been lur 
nisbod wllh c tale arms t-hall couiorm to the require 
raenls of this act wblch relate lo rausiering new com 
panies into the Slate Guard; but it ahall not bo an obso 
lute requisite that such companies shall have tbe lull 
strength required for new companies, or that the metn 
hers of such companies shall be eighteen yenrs oi age 
The commanding officer under the present organization 
of such companies shall make out a statement of all 
arms, equipments, aud public property in possession ol 
the company and of It- members, and submit the suma 
lo the county Judge, who, if he deem It expedient, shall 
Indorse on said statement thai It is with bis sanction that 
Said arms and equipments are held by said compauy; 
alter which Indorsement the arms aud equipments so 
described shall be churned against sucb county in Uk« 
manner as if they had been issued as provided In cases 
of new companies mustered Into the service under thU 
act. The statement of arms, thus indorsed, together 
with the commander's report of tbe strength of ihe com 
pany,sbull be transmitted to tbe inspector general, who 
shall cause the compauy to be mustered into the S<ate 
Guard, and Ihe elecliou of officers to take place In the 
same manner as Is provided for a new company. 

"$2G. Should any existing company fail, within tho 
required time, to comply wuh the ubove prescribed con- 
ditions, a shall be considered as disbanded; and it shall 
be the duty of tbe county attornsy, or the Common- 
wealth's attorney for the district iu which sucb disband- 
ed compauy existed, on the representation of any offl 
cer of Ihe Active Militia, to take the necessary legal 
steps to obtain the restilulton of the State arms and oth- 
er property which bad been issued for tbe use of such 
company. 

"v 8?' Aner tbe expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of this act, no person who Is nol a member of 
the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his possession, 
at any lime, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the v.:.!-*..,! k- they have been properly Issued to such 
persou In pursuance of law, and he shall be permitted 
by proper uuthority to retain tbe same in tbe discharge 
of a public duty; and no person whether of the Active 
Mtlliia or not, shall use any public arms or equipments 
for his private use; under the penalty, in either of the 
above cases, of not less than five dollars lor eacb offense, 
lo be recovered before a Ju.-tlce of the peace on infor- 
mation by tbe county attorney; or In the case of a mem 
berof tbe Active MilitU, it maybe recovered by sen 
tenre of a court mnrtial. 

No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall berea'ter be Issued to any pt raou not members of 
the Active Militia, except In lime of war. insurreciiou, 
or public danger so Imminent lhal he commander In- 
Chief shall consider (hat Ihe public safety requires him 
to makelbe issue/' 

Disbanded companies to whom Slate arms have beea 
issued since the year 1640, are hereby notified to return 
to the Arsenal alt arms and equipments drawn hy them 
by the flrsi day of July, p*60, or iheir bonds will oe pul 
Into the bands of tbe proper civil officers for collection.
